London, Oct. 13.—Colonial 
Secre- 


tary Lyttleton Issued an election ad- 
dresr to his constituents at Warwick 
and Leamington, today, in which he 
says he is in entire agreement with 
the fiscal change "which Mr. Balfour 
and Mr. Chamberlain together advo- 
cate." 


Mr. Lyttleton holds that the govern- 


ment should be enable 
to mitigate 


the inequality of foreign competition 
and to negotiate effectively for a re- 
duction of foreign tariffs on British 
goods by having the power to impose 
taxation on foreign 
manufacturers. 


The colonial secretary is convinced 
the empire should be further knitted 
together by strengthening the com- 
mercial ties of its various parts by 
tariffs, to secure closer ties with the 
colonies involved a readjustment of 
the taxes on food, peculiarly effecting 
the poorer classes, who should there- 
fore have a full opportunity to min- 
utely and deliberately consider the 
matter 
It should, therefore, be dis- 


tinctly understood that there is no pro- 
posal to impose preferential tariffs 
for the colonies without further re- 
ference to the electorate.
